Shortage Of Teachers To Remain 
Acute For Years, Spain Says 

Kentucky's teacher shortage i»' 
likely to remain acute for many 
years, according to UK professor 
Dr. Charles R. Spain, head of the 
University's Bureau ol School Ser- 
vice. 

In a report released by his bureau 
he writes that only a sharp im- 
provement in the real Income of 
teachers, better working conditions, 
and acceptance of the right of 
teachers to lead normal lives will

to have a shortage ol teachers ex- 
c-ept during economic depressions, 
when people are driven to accept 
any kind of employment available." 

Kail Living Condition* Cited 

Dr. Spain also blame-d undesirable 
living conditions in many Kentucky 
communities as another factor in 
the present teacher shortage.. Well- 
I rained teachers have experienced 
the conveniences of modern living, 
he said, and few of them will ac- 
cent positions where they cannot 
obtain comfortable, attractive quar- 
ters, well-cooked, balanced meals, 
and wholesome recreation. 
In the very near future. Dr. Spain 
ays. Kentucky will need 24.000 
teachers, which is 5000 more than 
the present number, to take care of 
steadily increasing enrollments. 



many young people are preparing 
to teach now as in 1941. he adds. 

The mast decLsive step that could 
be taken to remedy the present 
shortage is to boost the salary scale. 
Dr. Spain points out. Surveys show 
that where the real income of teach- 
ers Ls one and a half times that 
of the average wage earner, the 
supply of teachers is abundant. 
However, in 1947 teachers' incomes 
were only three-fourths that of the 
average wage earner. 

Average Annual Salary Is Low- 
Average annual salary of Ken- 
tucky teachers in 1947 - 48 was 
$1894.75. in contrast to the national 
average of $2550. Even worse, the 
state is expected to drop further 
below the national average during 
thi. year. So he explains Ken- 
tiKty's steady loss of teachers to 
st a es with higher salary scales. 

' ids same principle of nugration 
op rates within the state as well. 
Dr. Spain writes, where school dis- 
tricts which pay low salaries lose 
their trauied teachers to districts 
wiUi relatively high salaries. In-
